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The validity of statutes and ordinances requiring motor carriers for hire to furnish bonds or policies of insurance for the 
protection of persons who may be injured in the operation of their conveyances has been upheld as against various constitutional 


objections. | Such statutes have been held not to violate the constitutional requirement of due process of law or amount to the
